WHERE WILL WE 
PUT THE REFUGEE? 
The Hongkong medical 

authorities are to be congratu- 

lated upon the timely measures 
taken to prevent the spreading 
of cholera and smallpox in this 

Colony consequent upon the 

enormous increase in the re- 

fugee population. Yesterday it 
was disclosed that — special 
aquads were working on the 
trains bound here from Canton 
and that all refugee-bearing 
vessels. from the — stricken 
Kwangtung capital are going 
into quarantine anchorage while 
their passengers are similarly 
treated by local staff. These 
are precautions which might 
have been expected, and are the 
obvious first moves in a cam- 
paign of prevention of discase. 
But there are equally obvious 
measures which might be taken 
with advantage, such as the 
establishment of a refugee cen- 
tre in the New Territories which 
the Telegraph has jong ad- 
vocated, to safeguard the 
general health and happiness of 
the community. The suggestion 
that a refugee camp should be 
set up in some suitable place 
within Hongkong’s borders 
appeals to common-sense, surely. 

It is not proposed that the 

Government spend wa vast sum 

on such an enterprise; indeed, it 

should cost relatively very little, 
and would relieve to some extent 
at least the increasingly dis- 
turbing housing problem, be- 
sides removing the danger to 
the health of the entire colony 
which overcrowding in the tene- 
ment areas brings. It is urged 
that although this suggestion 
comes from an unofficial quarter, 
nnd although there may be 
obstacles in the way of its adop- 
tion, it is at least worthy of 
n little study. As far as the 
public knows the Government 
has made no definite plans to 
mect a major refugee emergency 
which may very well eventuate 
within the briefest time. If, 
for instance, the Canton bomb- 
ing raids become a matter of 
daily routine and refugees con- 
tinue to come into Hongkong at 
the rate of 3,000 or 4,000 daily, 
a situation will presently. arise 
which will be. wholly intolorable 
from the standpoint of the re- 
fugeo and the permanent 
resident. If there was no room 
in Hongkong before, what will 

be the effect of perhaps 200,000

Errors of timing—some of 
them {imposed by her opponent's 
exemplary diligence in defence— 
begen to mount, Ultimately they 
ruined her chance, and after squaring 
the match at 5-5, she won only two 
more games. One may recall that 
Miss Scriven was not considered guod 
cnough to represent Grent Britain 
in the Wightman Cup Inst year nor 
to play against Miss Wynne in 
Australia. 

That Miss Wynne's day of Euro- 
pean triumph will come, no com- 
petent judge can hesitate to declare. 
She has a service requiring only a 
turf plane to make It an ace-winner 
even In the best company, and her 
play round the court has authority 
and an Intultive faculty for selecting 
the right apet in her oppanent’s 
court. Her talents have defcated 
one champion at Bournemouth on a 
strange surface.

WHERE WILL WE 
PUT THE REFUGEE? 


The Hongkong medical 
authorities are to be congratu- 
luted upon the timely measures 
tuken to prevent the spreading 
of cholera and smallpox in this 
Colony consequent upon the 
enormous increase in the’ re- 
fugee population. Yesterday it 
was disclosed that — special 
squads were “working on the 
trains bound here from Canton 
and that all refugee-bearing 
vessels from the — stricken 
Kwangtung capital are going 
into quarantine anchorage while 
their passengers are similarly 
treated by local staff. These 
are precautions which might 
have been expected, and are the 
obvious first moves in a cam- 
paign of prevention of disease. 
But there are equally obyious 
measures which might be taken 
with advantage, such as the 
establishment of a refugee cen- 
tre in the New Territories which 
the Telegraph has long ad- 
yoented, to safeguard the 
general health and ha iness of 
the community. The suggestion 
that a refugee camp should be 
set up in some suitable place 
within Hongkong's borders 
appeals to common-sense, surely. 
It ig not proposed that the 
Government spend a vast sum 
on such an enterprise; indeed, it 
should cost relatively very little, 
and would relieve to some extent 
at least the increasingly dis- 
turbing housing problem, be- 
sides removing the danger to 
the health of the entire colony 
which overcrowding in the tene- 
ment areas brings. It is urged 
that although this suggestion 
comes from an unofficial quarter, 
and although there may be 
obstacles in the way of its adop- 
tion, it is at least worthy of 
an little study. As far as the 
public knows the Government 
has made no definite plans to 
mect a major refugee emergency 
which may very well eventuate 
within the briefest time. If, 
for instance, the Canton bomb- 
ing raids become a matter of 
daily routine and refugees con- 
tinue to come into Hongkong at 
the rate of 3,000 or 4,000 daily, 
a situation will presently arise 
which will be wholly intolerable 
from the standpoint of the te- 
fugee and the permanent 
resident. If there was no room 
in’ Hongkong before, what will 
be the effect of perhaps 200,000 
of.Canton’s people trying to find 
sanctuary here? They may be 
gind to slecp in the  strects 
where, at least, they: will be safo 
from bombs. But that is_ not

-JUTLAND—As ‘Seen 
22 Years After 


How Jellicoe “Kept ‘The Seas” 
To Win The War 


~ By Vice-Admiral 
J. E. T. HARPER, 


C.B., M.V.0., R.N. (Ret) 


T THIS TIME—today 
is the third anniver- 
sary of the Battle of 

Jutland since the lamented 
deaths of the two -great 
naval ‘personalities | who 
controlled the British forces 
—it is meet that thought 
should be given to the after 
effects of that great naval 
action. 

Less than twelve hours elap- 
sed between the: first gun and 
the last at the Battle of Jutland 
—a fraction of time when com- 
pared with the four years of the 
Great War, but a fraction 
fraught with consequences. 
After an interval of | twenty 
years we can view dispassionate- 
ly the effect of that great sca 
fight, waged between the Brit’sh 
Grand Fleet and the German 
High Seas Fleet, on May 315 
1916. During this twenty years 
much controversy has been 
waged. In the early years after 
the War false versions of the 
battle, based on conjecture and 
partisanship, were given wide 
circulation. It took — several 
years for all the facts to come 
to light, and without facts—and 
all the facts—no version could 
be of real value to history. 


+ + + 


All those great naval com- 
manders who controlled the rival 
fleets have now passed away ; No 
fact in regard to the action it- 
self is unknown. Let ua, there- 
fore, consider for a space, not 
the details of the battle, about 
which enough has been said on 
both sides, but its immediate 
and future effect. The actual 
immediate results can be sum- 
med up as follows. 

Admiral Scheer, the German 
Commanderin-Ohief, failed in 
his object of cutting off and 
overwhelming a portion of our 
fleet. He found himself unex- 
pectedly entrapped by Admiral 
Jellicoe. He took full advan- 
tage of the foggy weather which 
prevailed and benefited the 
weaker fleet; a fleet which wish- 
ed to avoid action. Not only 
was he surprised, but he was 
out-manocuvred, and aided first 
by the mist and later by the 
darkness, he extricated himself 
from difficult situations, and 
finally took his fleet home fairly 
well intact. 

Admiral Jellicoe, the British 
Commander-in-Chief, had as a 
primary object the retention of 
the command of the sea, and this 

attained. The issue at stake 
was sea-power, without, which 
the Allies could not carry on the 
war. Our sea-power gone the 
war would. have been ‘ost. 
Jellicoe wielded sen-power, and 


.it was essential for us to keep 


it; Germany lacked it, and 
Scheer wished to wrest it. 

Was Jutiand a British or a 
German victory? In the num- 
ber of ships lost and in tonnage 
we sustained greater loss than 
did the Germans. This result 
was largely due to the proximity 
to German ports of the scene of 
action, which fact saved at least 
two of the German Dreadnoughts 
from sinking in the open. In

“Who won?” it is necessary to 
consider what is meant by “‘vic- 
tory” in a naval action.

Other questions must first be 
asked and answered. 

Which combatant felt that he 
was defeated and avoided any 
risk of a further encounter? 
Admiral Scheer felt he was de- 
feated: he threw up the sponge, 
left the ring, and never again 
ave Jellicoe a chance to bring 
him to action. 

Which fleet was left compara- 
tively stronger as a result of the 
action ? 

The net result was to increase 
the margin of superiority of the 
Grand Fleet. Victory depends 
more, far more, on the number 
of ships ready and determined 
to continue the action than on 
the number sunk, Both com- 
manders wished for the control 
of the sea; Jellocoe retained 
that control, Scheer failed to ob- 
tain it. ‘He wins who can keep 
the Sea’—Jellicd& kept the sea. 
The immediate elfect was, with- 


out doubt, a victory for the Bri- 
tish Fleet. 

What of the future? If Ad- 
miral Scheer had‘ thought that 
another fleet action would give 
him eventual superiority, or even 
equality, he would have sought 
battle again and again. But 
Jutland taught Scheer that the 
High Sea Fleet’ could not give 
Germany mastery at sea, 

Al aed pod 

Jellicoe’s victory at Jutland 
left Germany with these alter- 
natives: she must cither build 
up a stronger flect and again 
challenge the Grand Flieet—a 
lengthy and expensive method— 
or abandon every thought of 
again attacking it, and at less 
expense strike a blow at the root 
of Britain’s sea-power—her 
Merchant Navy—by using sub- 
marines. Germany followed 
Admiral Scheer’s advice, and 
chose the latter alternative. 
The decision was a mistake; it 
showed lack of strategical fore- 
sight. From the moment the de- 
cision was made Germany was 
doomed. The unrestricted: ille- 


‘gal submarine warfare led, in- 


directly, to the entry of the 
United States ag a participant in 
the world conflict. This went a 
long. way . towards bringing 
about Germany’s downfall. 
Here we see the external effect; 
what of the internal? 

The feeling throughout tho 
German Fleet that, as a result 
of the Battle of Jutland, it would 
never again be asked to try con- 
clusions in open battle with the 
Grand Fleet, went far to shake 
the morale of the officers and 
men. So discontent was born. 
Then followed the monotony of 
harbour routine; accentuated by 
the privations due to the 
shortage of food then being felt 
in Germany, because 2s before 
and at Jutland, so after it, Jelli- 
coo placed his flect whera Ger- 
many did not want it.

A defeat, or even 
the lack of victory, at Jutland 
would have lost us that control 
at sea without which we could 
not feed the people in these 
Islands, or transport a single 
soldicr in safety overseas. 

Tho final result of the Great 
War was decided . at sea, as all 
wars must be if the country con- 
cerned is dependent, as we are, 
on seaborne trade for its exist- 
ence, 

‘Honour {6 duc to all those who 
controlled the fleets at the 
Battle.of Jutland, but .to history 
the battle. has become synony- 
mous with the name of Jellicos 
and with British victory.

Her fourth final was lucky for 
Miss M. C. Scriven, Only a missed 
“sitter at the net divided her from 
the champlonship in 1934. On 
Saturday, opposed to a greater 
strokemaker, she beat Miss Nancyc 
Wynne, Australia’s fincst woman 
player, in two sets, of which only 
the first was close, 

There was a full house to sce five 
finals, Three were International. 
The centre-court gallery tncluded 
Sir Samuel Hoare, President of the 
LT.A., who did not begin to play 
lawn tennis until after the war, yet 
made such progress that he partner- 
ed Yvon Petra, then a schoolboy, at 
the latter's first open tournament at 
Dinard. 

Gusts of wind, often swirling the 
xand, made uncnviable conditions for 
play, Both the Chinese and Miss 
Seriven employ the top-spin fore- 
hand drive, and In each final, opposed 
to a fat-hitung opponent, they won 
with it. It bored its passage through 
the gusts, almost ignoring them; and 
the problem before both thelr ad- 
versaries. was Increased by the 
illusion created. They found many 
balls, hit) with maximum _ force, 
bounding just Inside the baseline, 


AUSTIN'S HANDICAP 


But Austin, I suspect, was affected 
by other factors. His gruciling five~ 
set match of the previous day against 
Petra, requiring the fullest concen~ 
tration of body and mind, must have 
left {ts impress. Not otherwise could 
he have missed so many volleys ut 
short range, nor falled to recover 
some of the less sinister dropshots of 
the Chinese. 

One remembered, too, thut Austin 
was playing this Orlental for the first 
tlme. It was a Japanese, Mild, who 
subdued him unexpectedly in the 
same championship some years ago. 

Kho won the first set to three and 
the sccond to four. He was In fine 
and delicate touch, defending with 
an athlete's mobility and walting for 
‘the right ball to come along to go 
for the winning stroke, 

Sometimes the finishing blow took 
dhe form of a Nerce forchand “top- 
spinner” ucross Austin’s bows as he 
salled into the net; or, if this shot 
came back, hc would hoist a beautl- 
ful lob, Austin in retreat would 
often find a ball, ‘wafted off its 
normal track by wind and spin, 
curling. back on to his legs, 


UNCANNY DROP-SHOTS 


It wos Kho’s wonderful command 
of length and strength, force de- 
Neatety blended with finesse, that 
worried Austin most; and if the sller 
drop-shots——iind Lizana never made 
better—looked the more spectacular 
coup, and perhaps had more dls- 
integtating cffect, they were only 
part of a preconcelved plan. 

Only in the third set, which he 
won to three, did Austih took lke 
the holder of the title, Kho has al- 
ways been a player of moods—it 15 
joke among his friends that he con 
never score a match-bali, and he did 
actually require 11 before he could 
win the Alexandria championship 
recently—and In this bout he seemed 
to become wind-consclous for the 
first time. 

Austin got an early lead of 3—1, 
and, serving with more vigour than 
in the first two scts and improving 
his driving Iength and his volleying, 
forced Kho to concede nearly all the 
longer rallies, 

In the fourth set Austin was still 
fighting tautly, but Kho came bacie 
at him with renewed zeal. 
Chinese had a stroke for 4—1 and 
won the sixth game to love, to make 
it 4-2, with wizard-like drops. 
Then speculation was over. Austin 
missed an casy volley in the seventh 
game, won the eighth in his last 
reprisal, and lost the ninth in a dust- 
storm. Kho had vainly tried a drop 
at the first match-ball ond driven 
out aot the second. At the third

Austin obligingly scored a double 
foult, China for the first time had 
won a major title. 

Miss Scriven seemed to be the 
predestined winner of the women's 
singles, A finalist three times be- 
fore, she did not lose a set in her 
quest thle year. I thought she might 
do so when Miss Wynne, having 
become reconciled to that serpentine 
forchand, so pecullarly effective in 
the wind, recovered from 4.2 down 
to 4-4, and had saved a set ball with 
o confidently brilliant smash In the 
tenth game, repeating this stroke 
again whith even more assurance 4 
minute later, 

TIMING ERRORS 

But the young Australian's con- 
sistency was not equal to her 
courage, Errora of timing—some of 
them [Imposed by her opponent's 
exemplary diligence in defence— 
began to mount, Ultimately they 
ruined her chance, and after squaring 
the match at 6-5, she won only two 
more games. One may recatl that 
Miss Serlven was not considered good 
enough to represent Great Britain 
in the Wightman Cup Just year nor 
to play against Miss Wynne In 
Australia. 

That Miss Wynne’s day of Euro- 
pean triumph will come, no com- 
petent Judge can hesitate to declare, 
She hos a service requiring only ua 
turf plane to make it an ace-winner 
even in the best company, and her 
play round the court has authority 
and an Intuitlve faculty for selecting 
the right spot. fn her opponent's 
court. Her talents have defeated 
one champion at ‘Bournemouth on a 
strange surface, Can they fall to 
threaten others on a more familiar 
court?

London, May 30. 

The Under Scerctary for Forelgn 
Affairs, Mr. R. A. Butler, told the 
House of Commons that at a mecting 
of the Chairman's sub-Committce of 
the Non-Interventlon Committce Inst 
Thursday, very considerable progress 
was mode. . 

All the Governments concerned had 
now accepted the British formula, 
furnishing n definition of the “sub- 
stantial progress" in the withdrawal 
of forelgn volunteers provided for Jn 
the British plan of July 14 last. : 

‘Three new proposals were put for- 
ward last week by the United King- 
dom representative, designed to dis- 
pose of difficulties which hud arisen 
In connection with the date for the 
restoration of sca and land observa- 
tlon schemes and the method of with- 
drawing volunteers. These proposals 
avere necepted by all representatives 
present, with the exception of the 
Soviet representative. 

‘An astreement also had been reach- 
ed on dearly all the provisions of the 
draft resolution, apart from a num- 
ber of reservations on the part of the 
Soviet representative. 

Mr. Wutler added that further 
mectings of the sub-Commitice have 
been fixed for this week when, he 
carnestly hoped, progress recorded at 
the lnst meeting would be —con- 
solidated by the adherence of the 
Soviet Government, 

Replying to a supplementary ques- 
tlon, Mr. Butler sald the British 
Government was attempting to obtain 
the adherence of the Russian Govern- 
ment to the British plan.—British

WHERE WILL WE 
PUT THE REFUGEE? 


Tho Hongkong medical 
authorities are to be congratu- 
lated upon the timely measures 
taken to prevent the spreading 
of cholera and smallpox in this 
Colony consequent upon the 
enormous increase in the re- 
fugee population, Yesterday it 
was disclosed that special 
squads were working on the 
trains bound here from Canton 
and that all refugee-bearing 
vessels from the — stricken 
Kwangtung capital are going 
into quarantine anchorage while 
their passengers are similarly 
treated by local staff. These 
are precautions which might 
have been expected, and are the 
obvious first moves in a cam- 
paign of prevention of disease. 
But there are equally obvious 
measures which might be taken 
with advantage, such as the 
establishment of a refugee cen- 
tre in the New Territories which 
the Telegraph has long «ad- 
vocated, to safeguard the 
general health and happiness of 
the community. The suggestion 
that a refugee camp should be 
set up in some suitable place 
within Hongkong’s borders 
appeals to common-sense, surely. 
It is not proposed that the 
Government spend a vast sum 
on such an enterprise; indeed, it 
should cost relatively very little, 
and would relieve to some extent 
at least the increasingly dis- 
turbing housing problem, be- 
sides removing the danger to 
the health of the entire colony 
which overcrowding in the tene- 
ment areas brings. It is urged 
that although this suggestion 
comes from an unofficial quarter, 
and although there may be 
obstacles in the way of its adop- 
tion, it is at least worthy of 
a little study. As far as the 
public knows the Government 
has made no definite plans to 
mect a major refugee emergency 
which may very well eventuate 
within the ‘briefest time. H,

“To Win.

T THIS TIME—today 
is the third anniver- 
sary of the Battle of 

Jutland since the lamented 
deaths of, the two great 
naval. personalities — who 
controlled the British forces 
—it is meet that thought 
should be given to the after 
effects of that great naval 
action. hg 

Less than twelve hours clap- 
sed between the first gun and 
the last at the Battle of Jutland 
—a fraction of time when com- 
pared with the four years of the 
Grent War, but a fraction 
fraught with consequences. 
After an interval of twenty 
years we can view dispassionate- 
ly the effect of that great sen 
fight, waged between the British 
Grand Fleet and the German 
High Seas Fleet, on May 31, 
1916. During this twenty years 
much controversy has been 
waged. In the early years after 
the War false versions of the 
battle, based on conjecture and 
partisanship, were given wide 
circulation. It took — several 
years for all the facts to come 
to light, and without facts—and 
all the facts—no version could 
be of real value to history. 


+ + + 


All those great naval com-~ 
manders who controlled the rival 
ficets have now passed away; no 
fact in regard to the action it- 
self is unknown. Let us, there- 
fore, consider for a space, not 
the details of the battle, about 
which enough has been said on 
both sides, but its immediate 
and future effect. The actual 
Immediate results can be sum- 
med up as follows. 

Admiral Scheer, the German 
Commanderyin-Ohicf, failed in 
his object of cutting off and 
overwhelming a portion of our 
fleet. He found himself unex- 
pectedly entrapped by Admiral 
Jellicoe. He took full advan- 
tage of the foxgzy weather which 
prevailed and benefited the 
weaker fleet; a fleet which wish- 
ed to avoid action. Not only. 
was he surprised, but he was 
out-manocuvred, ahd aided first 
by the mist and later’ by the 
darkness, he extricated himself 
from difficult situations, and 
finally took his flect home fairly 
well intact. : 

Admiral Jellicoe, the British 
Commander-in-Chief, had as a 
primary object the retention of 
the command of the sea, and this 
he attained. The issue at stake 
was sea-power, without which 
the Allies could not carry on the 
war. Our sca-power gone the 
war would have been lost. 
Jellicoe wielded sea-power, and 
it was essential for us to keep 
it; Germany lacked it, and 
Scheer wished to wrest it. 

Was Jutland a Br'tish or a 
German victory? In- the num- 
ber of ships lost and in tonnage 
we sustained greater loss than 
did the Germans. This result 
was largely due to the proximity 
to German ports of the scene of 
action, which fact saved at least 
two of the German Dreadnoughts 
from sinking in the open. In 


kong might be expected to pro- 
vide.

killed and wounded we also lost 
more than the enemy. Before 
forming a decision in regard to 
“Who won?’ it is necessary to 
consider what is meant by “vic- 
tory” in a ‘naval action, Are 
we to put down the number of 
ships lost, the number of lives 
lost, and decide the question by 
doing a sum in simple aritheme- 
tic? No. 

Other questions must first be 
asked and answered. 

Which combatant felt that he 
was defeated and avoided any 
risk of a further encounter? 
Admiral Scheer felt he was de- 
fented: he threw up the sponge, 
left the ring, and never again 
gave Jellicoe a chance to bring 
him to action. 

Which ficet was left compara- 
tively stronger as a result of the 
action? 

The net result was to increase 
the margin of superiority of the 
Grand Fleet. Victory depends 
more, far more, on the number 
of ships ready and determined 
to continue the action than on 
the number sunk. Both com- 
manders wished for the control 
of the sea; Jellocoe retained 
that control, Scheer failed to ob- 
tain it. “He wins who can keep 
the Sea”—Jellicdt kept the sea.

The immediate effect was, with- 
out doubt, a victory for the Bri- 
tish Fleet. 

What of the future? If Ad- 
miral Scheer had thought that 
another fleet action would give 
him eventual superiority, or even 
equality, he would have sought 
battle again and again. But 
Jutland taught Scheer that the 
High Sea Ficct could not give 
Germany mastery at sea.

Jellicoe’s victory at Jutland 
left Germany with these alter- 
natives: she must either build 
up a stronger flect and again 
challenge the Grand Fleet—z 
lengthy and expensive method— 
or abandon every thought of 
again attacking it, and at less 
expense strike a blow at the root 
of Britain’s sea-power—her 
Merchant Navy—~by using sub- 
marines. Germany followed 
Admiral Scheer’s advice, and 
chose the latter alternative. 
The decision was a mistake; it 
showed lack of strategica]l fore- 
sight. From the moment the de- 
cision was made Germany was 
doomed. The unrestricted ille- 
gal submarine warfare led, in- 
directly, to the entry of the 
United States as a participant in 
the world conflict... This went a 
long way towards bringing 
about Germany's downfall. 
Hera we see the external effect; 
what of the internal? : 

The feeling throughout the 
German Fleet that, as a result 
of the Battle of Jutland, it would 
never again bo asked to try con- 
clusions in open battle with. the 
Grand ‘Fleet, went far to shake 
the morale of the officers and 
men. So discontent was born. 
Then followed the monotony o 
harbour routine; accentuated by 
the privations due to the 
shortage of food then being felt 
in Germany, because 28 before 
and at Jutland, so-after it, Jelli- 
coe placed his fleet where Ger- 
many did not want it.

TPHERE'S a lot of peo- 
ple around who claim 
they can play poker. I claim 
most of them can’t. 

I can make cards pretty near- 
ly talk (ask my friends !), and I 
began playing poker when I was 
a bit short of knee-hign to a 
deck with the aces out. And I 
don’t play poker any more. No, 
sir; I’ve given it up. 

But that docsn’t say that I am not 
rendy and willing to tell you what 
I know about the game—the most 
scientific card game In the world.

Chinese Victory 
Described 


JJankow, May 31. 

The Japanese forces are sur- 
rounded in villages to the north- 
west of Lanfeng but are ‘still 
holding on desperately, awaiting 
the arrival of reinforcements 
from Kweitch, declared a 
‘Chinese military spokesman to- 
day, . 

On Sunday night, he asserted, 
Chinese troops stormed Sanyichat, 
one of three villages held by the 
Japanese, and reached the south gate.- 

“When the Japanese 14th Division, 
under Dolbara, captured Lanfeng on 
miny 24 In an attempt to drive west- 
Ward nlong the Lunghal railway to- 
wards  Wualfeng, Chinese — forees 
counter-allacked = and = reenptured 
Lanteng on May 27, taking 200 rifles, 
19 machine-guns, three heavy guns, 
nine tanks and 30 motor cars, * 

“OF 3,000 Jupanese troops defending 
Lanfong only 700 have succeeded jn 
withdrawing towards the north-west. 
Three thousand Japanese at Kwang- 
tal recently crossed the Yellow river 
jn an attempt to reach General 
Dothara’s division at Lanfeng. 


RELIES DIFFICULT 

“Chinese troops operating on the 
north snd south banks of the river 
are preventing further crossings. 
Since the Lunghnai Rathway has been 
badly torn up both east and west of 
Kweltch, it is very diMcult for the 
Japanese at Kwelteh to reach 
Dolhura's divisions, 

“The Japanese forces which reach- 
ed Tangshan from the north are now 
marching in the directton of Kweitch, 
which city was evacuated by the 
Chinese on Saturday night, 

“Following Dvihara’s defeat at 
Lanfeng, the Japanese command 
changed its plans, Troops concen- 
trated at Wenhslen and Minghslen 
are at present moving to the enst to- 
wards Sinhsiang. Both Wenhsien and 
Menghslen have been re-occupled by 
the Chinese. who nre_ at present 
attacking Sinyang and Ponai. 

“Shansi troops are attacking Lin- 
cen and Yungehen,” the spokesman 
salet, 

+" Press reports clalm that the Chinese 

have already  occupted = Yungcehi 
(Puchow) and also Fenglingtu. 
While such developments are quite 
possible the mil{tary authorities have 
not received confirmatlon.: 


ATTACKING HOFE!

DELIBERATE ATTACK 


London, May 30. 

In the House of Commons, during 
his reply on questions relating to the 
bombing of the British ship Thorp- 
hall off Valencia Inst Wednesday, Mr. 
R. A. Butler, Under Secretary of 
State for Foretyn Affairs, said from 
reports he bad received, he under- 
stood this vessel was attacked by an 
acroplane which dropped two bombs. 

One bomb struck the vessel, which 
sinks half an hour later. From the 
fact that the ship was lying well 
away from the burbour and had been 
reconnoltred by no similar aeroplane 
on the previous — evening, His 
Majesty's Government — considered 
she was the viclim of a deliberate 
attack.

Miss Chan was born in Tolshnn, 
Kwangtung, on July 10, 1920. Her 
father was at one time a District 
Mogistrate in Huban Province, and 
her mother was a nicce of the lute 
Mr, Kam Tsang-ching, » Commis- 
stoner on the Board of Education in 
Cunton a few years ago. 

She was educated in Canton and 
after finishing her primary school 
course at the age of twelve, entered 
the Municipal Normal Training 
School with the Intention of teach- 
ing. However, about this time she 
studied diso the ngaat or “polite 
accomplishments” of old China 
under the tutelage of Mr, Yils Kin- 
am, an eminent Cantonese 
and scholar. Under the direction of 
her distinguished master she acquir- 
ed a comprehensive knowledge of the 
interpretation of ancient music, 
classical dancing, the art of stage act- 
ing, and the fundamentals of versify_ 
ing in the manner of the great writers 
of the T’ong Dynasty. The remark- 
nhble diligence displayed by the young 
girl tn her cimcult studies won for 
her the spprobation of her teacher, 
und after two years of studious effort 
sbe had made such progress that she 
was now considered to be an adept 
in all the arts of ancient China. 
Subsequently, she took up the study 
of western music and dancing and 
managed also to obtain a satisfactory 
background of the high-lights of 
western literature. Upon her gra- 
duntlon from Normat School tn 1935, 
she was advised by her relatives to 
make use of her abundant talents. 
Accordingly, she’ decided that her 
true metler would be the screen, and 
with this In mind.she managed even- 
tunlly to obtain work in the studios 
of Canton. .

China mado Lawn Tennis history for the first time at Bourne- 


mouth on Saturday. 


H. W. Austin, 


the holder of the British 


Hardcourt Championship, was defeated in four sets by Kho Sin- 


kie, a Chinese hailing 
the world’s first 10. 


Her fourth final was Jucky for 
Miss M. C. Seriven. Only a missed 
“sitter” ot the net divided her from 
the championship in 1034. On 
Soturday, opposed to a greater 
strokemnaker, she beat Miss Nancyc 
Wynne, Australia’s finest woman 
player, In two sets, of which only 
the first was close, 

There was a full house to see five 
finals. Three were international. 
The centre-court gallery included 
Str Samucl Hoare, President of the 
L.T.A., who did not begin to play 
Inwn tennis until after the war, yet 
mnde such progress that he partner- 
ed Yvon Petra, then a schoolboy, at 
the latter's first open tournament at 
Dinard. 

Gusts of wind, often swirling the 
sand, made unenviable conditions for 
play. Both the Chinese and Miss 
Serlven employ the top-spin fore- 
hand drive, and in cach final, opposed 
to no flat-hitting opponent, they won 
with it. It bored its passage through 
the gusts, almost ignoring them; and 
the problem before both thelr ad- 
versarics was Increased by the 
Husion created. They found many 
bails, hit) with maximum force, 
bounding just inside the baseline. 


AUSTIN'S HANDICAP 


But Austin, I suspect, was affected 
by other factors. His gruclling five- 
set match of the previous day agalnst 
Petra, requiring the fullest concen- 
tration of body and mind, must have 
feft its impress. Not otherwise could 
fic have missed so many volleys at 
short range, nor failed to recover 
some of the less sinister dropshots of 
the Chinese. 

One remembered, tvo, that Austin 
was playing this Oriental for the first 
time. It was o Japanese, Miki, who 
subdued him unexpectedly in the 
same championship some years ago. 

Kho won the first set to three and 
the second to four. He was in fine 
and delicate touch, defending with 
an athicte’s mobility and walting for 
‘the right ball to come atong to go 
for the winning stroke, 

Sometimes the finishing blow tools 
the form of a fierce forchand “top- 
spinner" ocross Austin’s bows as he 
sailed Into the net; or, jf this shot 
enme back, he would holst a beauti- 
ful lob. Austin in retreat would 
vften find a ball, wafted off its 
normal truck by wind and spin, 
curling back on to his legs. 


UNCANNY DROP-SHOTS 


It was Kho’s wonderful command 
of length and strength, force de- 
licately blended with finesse, that 
worried Austin most; and ff the sller 
drop-shots—and Lizana never made 
better—lcoked the more spectacular 
coup, arid perhaps had more dls- 
integrating effect, they were only 
part of n preconceived plan. 

Only in the third set, which he 
won to three, did Austin look like 
the holder of the title. Kho has al- 
ways been a player of moods—it Is 
joke among his friends that he can 
never score a match-baill, and he did 
actually require 11 before he could 
win the Alexandria championship 
recently—and in this bout he seemed 
4o become wind-conscious for the 
first time. 

Austin got an carly lead of 3—1, 
and, serving with more vigour than 
jn the first two scts and improving 
his driving length and his volleying, 
farced Kho to concede nearly all the 
Jonger rallies. 

Jn the fourth sct Austin was. still 
fighting tautly, but Kho eame bac! 
at him with renewed zeal. The 
Chinese had a stroke for 4—1 and 
won the sixth game to love, to make 
ft 42, with wizard-like drops. 
Then speculation was over, Austin 
missed an easy volley In the seventh 
game, won the cighth in his last 
reprisal, and lost the ninth in a dust- 
storm. Kho had vainly tried a drop 
nt the first match-ball and driven 
out at the second. At the third 


from Java, 24 years of age, who is not yet in 


Austin obligingly scored a double 
fnult. China for the first time had 
won a major title. 

Miss Seriven seemed to be the 
predestined winner of the women’s 
singles. A finalist three tlmes be- 
fore, she did not lose a set in her 
quest this year. I thought she might 
do so when Miss Wynne, having 
become reconciled to that serpentine 
forehand, so peculiarly effcctlve in 
the wind, recovered from 4-2° down 
to 4-4, and had saved a set ball with 
a confidently brilliant smash In the 
tenth game, repeating this stroke 
ogaln with even more assurance a 
minute later. 

TIMING ERRORS 

But the young Australian's con- 
sistency was not equal te her 
courage, Errors of timing—some of 
them imposed by her oppuncnt's 
exemplary diligence In defence— 
began to mount. Ultimately they 
ruined her chance, and after squaring 
the match at 5-5, she won only two 
more games. One may recall that 
Miss Scriven was not considered good 
enough to represent Great Britain 
In the Wightman Cup last year nor 
to pilsy agninst Miss Wynne in 
Australia. 

That Miss Wynne's day of Euro- 
pean triumph will come, mo com- 
petent judge can hesitate ta declare. 
She has o service requiring only a 
turf plane to make it an ace-winner 
even in the best company, and her 
play round the court has authority 
and an intuitive faculty for selecting 
the right spot in her opponent's 
court. Her talents have defeated 
one champion at Bournemouth on a 
strange surface. Can they fail to 
threaten others on a more familtar 
court? ; 

Later, Miss Wynne was secn in 
partnership with Christian Boussus 
jn the final of the mixed doubles. 
The Frenchman had previously told 
me that he considered the young 
Australian girl, whom he had watch- 
ed jn Melbourne, a player of out- 
standing merit. These two, s0 for- 
midable in attack, beat Billington 
ond Miss Ingram with something to 
spare. 

MISS INGRAM IN TWO FINALS 

It is only fair to Miss Ingram to 
say that this was her second final. 
Earlier she and Miss Evelyn Dear- 
man had retained their titles In the 
women’s doubles after an arduous 
battle with Miss Stammers and Mlss 
James. The losers made o bold bid 
at recovery in the final sct, winning 
three Jove games, but they were 
neither as consistent nor as surc in 
the crisis as the holders, On the 
previous evening, by the way, Miss 
Scott and Miss Saunders bad match 
boll against the champions. 

The men’s doubles was o third 
event to go overseas. Exchanging 
Charles Hare for Butler, Widte's side 
seemed safe when two sets were 
fled against Kho Sin Kile and Rogers. 
“Gone with the wind,” however, 
wns this lead and, as at Brighton 
the previous week, the giant and 
hig Hthe little partner proved just 
the sounder and_more enduring in 
the lorig race. They battled thelr 
way out at 6—4 in the last set, and 
the final honours on the men's 
side ot Bournemouth were China's.

The Chinese ore not perturbed at 
the elforts of 2,000 Japanese at 
Kuantai to cross the Yellow River. 
With large Chinese guerilla units 
harassing them on the north bank 
and heavy Chinese reinforcements 
yuording the south bantr, crossings of 
large numbers are believed im- 
possible.
